Ontario is a central part of the 

rio government’s economic renewal 
strategy. By investing in businesses, com- 
munities and individuals, it’s designed to 
help put Ontario back to work. 


jobsOntario was first announced in 1992 
as a multi-year investment in training, 
capital and housing. Since then, the pro- 
gram has expanded to provide support in 
five major areas: 


m helping communities plan and carry 
out economic development 


m investing in capital projects to improve 
telecommunications, the environment, 
public transit and highways 


m helping to build affordable housing for 
seniors, singles and families 


m providing summer jobs for young 
people 


m helping employers hire and train new 
workers and existing ones

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jobsOntario Capital was created to sup- 
port Ontario’s economic renewal by 
investing in the province’s infrastructure. 


WORKS: 

By funding projects to improve transit, 
highway and telecommunications sys- 
tems and protect the environment, 
jobsOntario Capital is investing in 
Ontario’s economic future while helping 
to create jobs now. 


m Priority is given to capital spending 
that has a lasting impact on the economy. 
Since its inception in 1992, jobsOntario 
Capital has, with various partners, 
created some 243,000 one-year jobs. 
Upcoming capital activities include: 


® almost 200 water and sewer improve- 
ment projects, in partnership with 
municipalities, that will result in the 
creation of more than 13,000 jobs. 


= building Highway 407, in partnership 
with a private sector consortium. 
Scheduled for completion in 1998, 

the project will create some 20,000 jobs 
over five years. 


® university and college projects, such as 
building a new campus and renovating 
another for Niagara College, constructing « 
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a new Seneca College campus on the 
grounds of York University, and plans for 
a new health sciences centre as a joint 
venture between McMaster University 
and Mohawk College. 


™ creating some 37,000 direct and indi- 
rect jobs over two years through the 
Canada/Ontario Infrastructure Works 
program, in partnership with the federal 
government, municipalities, school 
boards, colleges and universities.

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Ontario Community Action was 

a unced in 1993. The program is 
designed to help communities take 
charge of their economic future, by help- 
ing them identify priorities and carry out 
community development projects; by 
encouraging local financing of small 
business; and by supporting local 

capital projects. 


Ontario municipalities, aboriginal com- 
munities, non-profit community groups 
and co-operatives can apply to sponsor 
community development projects. In 
addition, jobsOntario Community Action 
broadens the definition of a community 
to include communities with a common 
bond or interest, such as credit unions, 
cultural groups, francophone groups, 
labour organizations, women’s groups 
and organizations for persons with 
disabilities. 


How IT WORKS: 
jobsOntario Community Action has three 
components: 


Community Development helps com- 
munities strengthen the skills they need 
to explore opportunities, and create and 
carry out their own economic develop- 
ment plans. 
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Community Capital supports infrastruc- 
ture projects that contribute to commu- 

nity economic growth. For example, the 

program can help fund training facilities; 
construction or renovation of communi- 
ty centres or facilities; or renovation of a 

key cultural asset. 


Community Financing provides the 
means for communities to encourage 
local loans and equity investments in 
small and medium-sized businesses. 


Since 1993, jobsOntario Community 
Action has funded some 950 projects in 
communities across the province, 
generating almost 6,000 jobs.

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Ontario Homes is a non-profit hous- 
program designed to provide afford- 
able housing for families, seniors, singles 
and people with special needs. 


How IT WORKS: 


= jobsOntario Homes secures funding 
for non-profit organizations — such as 
service clubs, trade unions and commu- 
nity groups — to construct affordable 
housing in their communities. 


@ all stages of construction — from 
architecture through development, con- 
tracting and construction — are carried 
out by the private sector. 


@ over four years, jobsOntario Homes 
will provide 20,000 new non-profit 
homes across the province and generate 
almost 28,000 jobs in construction and 
related industries.

Ontario Summer Employment is a CO- 


enti unemployment and providing 


valuable work experience for young peo- 
ple. In 1994, the program created more 
than 22,000 government-funded jobs for 
young people aged 15 to 24, or up to age 
29 for persons with disabilities.

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Ontario Training is designed to help 
-term unemployed people get back 
to work and to give private sector 
employers an opportunity to hire new 
workers and train existing ones. 


HOw IT WORKS: 
@ local brokers — community agencies 
such as municipalities, school boards, 
colleges and employment counselling ser- 
vices — work with employers and work- 
ers who want to take part in the program. 


m@ employers can receive a training credit 
of up to $10,000 to train new employees 
in new positions and upgrade skills of 
current employees. 


As of November 1994, jobsOntario 
Training has created more than 60,000 
positions across the province. By helping 
long-term unemployed workers, the pro- 
gram has to date reduced social assistance 
costs by an estimated $ 200 million.
